Tbe fire originated In that section of tbe 


row owned by Dr. J. N. Bills, and was 
caused by the "Bare-up" of oil in a.two 
burner gasoline stove on tbe second floor 
in a room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Jas. 
W. Clark. Mrs. Clark was interviewed. 
She stated tbat she had purchased Ibe 
stove of Capt. C. A. Hinckley, and tbat 
he bad told her il was an improvement 
over all other inventions—that she cuuld 
till the reservoir with perfect safety while 
tbe jetl below were burning, and she be- 
liever! him. She attempted to till Ihe res- 
ervoir without turning oft the flames- and 
In tbe twinkling of an eye the whole out- 
fit was a mass of flames. The stove was 
standing on a cooking stove near tbe door 
which opened into the narrow stairway 
and MI attempt was made to throw the 
burning outfit down the steps, but with- 
out success. In a few minutes tbe wood- 
en partitions and ceiling were un lire 
Then came the general alarm, ami llie 
slock of goods ou Ibe second floors, own- 
ed by James Veale, tbe merchant tailor, 
and Emma Wilimnis, milliner and hair 
dealer, were moved out iuto the park and 
adjoining buildings. It wa, (tared for a 
time that the lire would sweep all llie 
inflammable buildings ou that corner, 
and bul for Ihe efficient work of the fire 
men under the direction of Chief Uewea, 
such would have been the case. The 
flames got between Ihej ceiling and tin 
roof, and much difficulty was experienced 
in getting water thrown where il would 
do quick work, and Ihe Bubc.oik extin- 
guishers came in good play. 


The damage by water was very slight, 


bul some of the goods [were soiled con- 
siderably by being bandied roughly. Mrs. 
Clark fortunately escsped without even 
the slightest burn. The carpet in tbe 
room and Ibe partition near the door were 
badly 'scorched. 
Had Mrs. Clark read 


the printed instructions on tbe reservoir, 
which slates "Never till the tank when 
the jets are burning or when tbe atove is 
near a tire"—and obeyed the instructions, 
the ac-iident would npthave occurred.
